i. To the natural flow of the stream. 

8. That it shall routine tn run in its 
accustomed channel. 

.'I. That if shall flow Upon bis land 

in its usual quantity, natural place and 
usual height. 

I. That il shall flow off bis land up- 
on the land of his neighbor below, iii 
accustomed place and at the usual 
level. 

These rights be has as an incident 
to the property in his land, and he' 
cannot be deprived of it by grant or 

desoript ion. 

If any one shall make any change 
in (he natural (low of a stream, to the 
material injury of any owner situated 

upon it, or by any interference shall 
prevent the stream from flowing as it 

out to How, he is responsible for 

the damage he may occasion. These 
ire subject to the privilege of 
each one to make a reasonable use of 
the water upon his own land while it 
is passing along the same. It matters 
not what the source of the water may 
be, whether it be backwater or the 
>• of the same, or the water of 
another stream. Still, the division uf 
a stream may be made by any one, if 
it be returned to its natural channel 
before it leaves the promi

The deaf-mutes 
are extremely careless and thoughtless, 
and the puur appreciation of this great 
boon, gives him but scant encourage- 
ment. He is not, however, disheart- 
ened, and is still laboring in the good 
work without hope of reward from 
them. 

A brief visit to the Berkeley Insti- 
tution was paid by your con. 
dent, who waskimf d by Prin- 

cipal Wilkinson. The pupils had not 
reassembled for school work then, 
but the Institution was as clean and 
tidy as a new pin. It is nestled on the 
foothills of Berkeley, and commands 
a grand view of the city and bav of 
San Francisco. It has a line orchard 
of deciduous fruit trees, lawns, dower 
beds, and other attractions to 
gladden the hearts of the pupils. 
Prof, Carroll was in charge of the 
printing office, and showed me some 
specimens uf printing done by the pu- 
pils, which would be a credit to any 
city printing office. Frof. Wilk 
is growing old in the service. When 
1 saw him first at the Convention of 
Principals at Philadelphia, in 1870, he 
looked young and full of ardor for 
the work.
